OV. I, 1943 could prove to be 
In the Ions hindsight of histor 
inns yet unborn, the day on which 
the nations of the world started 
down the long road toward a world 
state. 
Front Moscow came the news 
that the great world powers—the 
United States, the United Kingdom 
the Soviet Union and China—pro­ 
pose to stick together through to 
unconditional surrender and on 
Into the peace. 
The most surprising and most 
reassuring thread running through 
the declaration is that Russia and 
the other three “will act together 
in all matters relating to the sur 
render and disarmament” and “rec 
ognize the necessity of establish 
lng *a general organisation based 
on the principle of the sovereign 
equality of all peace-loving states " 
Russia either has renounced her 
lone wolf role or it was assigned 
erroneously to her in the first 
place. 
THS paragraph which bas the 
central European powers prick­ 
ing up their ears says the four 
powers “will not employ their mili­ 
tary forces within the territories 
of other states except for the pur 
poses envisaged—.” 
Does that mean that Russian 
troops will retire behind the old 
Russian-Polish border? Or does it 
mean they will claim none of the 
German acres over which they 
tramp? 
And what about those Baltic 
states (Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania) 
which, after Russian occupation 
“voted” to Join the Soviets? 
What about Bessarabia? Does 
Russia renounce all that, or part 
of it, for the “general internation 
a1 organisation” which is deemed 
a “necessity?” 
Such problems have been skirted 
for the time-being. The big thing Is 
that the signatories propose to use 
negotiation, and not force, when 
the time come for such problems 
to be ironed out. 
THE atrocities section warns that 
the 
Hitlerites 
who 
commit 
atrocities will be bent back to the 
scene of the crime tor trial and 
punishment It warns thole without 
blood on their hands to preserve 
that happy state or Join the rest 
on the road to the Jailhouse. 
The Austrian section promises 
a free and independent country, 
but Austria is “reminded” that she'll 
be credited at the peace tabla for 
whatever she does now to help her­ 
self. 
The Italian section says in effect 
Italy will get a “more democratic” 
nation. The section reads out all 
Fascists, pro-Fasclsts and Fascist 
institutions, and it promises the 
fredoms in our own Constitution— 
freedom of speech, asemblage, the 
press and religion. 
This Moscow declaration reads 
like half a peace treaty—a happily 
reassuring half—but with much 
more to come.

New ‘Class’ Of Twins Borne 
ByWomanWithTwoWombs

INCINNATI, Nov. 2—Th* case of the twine born to a woman with 
two wombe. announced last week In the Journal of the Amer­ 
ican Medical association, Inaugurates a new class of twins 
Hitherto the world bas known only two possible classes of twins, 
the identicals, who come from division of a single ovum, and fra­ 
ternal twins, who arise from tw o* 
ova. 
The new type may be defined 
as tandem twins. 
They come from separate ova. 
This la a certainty due to the tact 
that one is a girl and the other 
a boy. Identicals always must be 
of the same sex. What makes these 
tandem 
twins 
different 
is that 
they matured In separate wombs 
and therefore in somewhat separate 
envirdnmsnts. 
Branched Into Two Halves 
Actually the difference Is not 
quit* that of two separate pre­ 
natal homes. The Medical Journal’s 
reports and X-rays of the twins 
before birth show plainly that they 
grew In two separate compartments 
of the same womb. It was what 
the medical 
profession calls a 
bicornate organ. 
The name 
means 
two-horned. 
Starting In the same base, this or­ 
gan branched Into two halves,, like 
leaves spreading in opposite direc­ 
tions from th* same stem. 
The stem in this case was a very 
minor portion, a fusion only to 
form a common exit from the'two. 
One leaf branched to the left In 
the mother, the other to the right, 
and 
the 
twins 
grew 
in 
those 
branches. 
This 
anatomical 
peculiarity Is 
rare, but by no means unique In 
medical records. The first such 
organ was described in 1169. Preg­ 
nancies 
in 
both 
branches 
have 
been reported. There is even one 
case on record of twins issuing 
from one branch, while the other 
remained barren. 
Delivered Without Complications 
But never 
before have simul­ 
taneous pregnancies In both, ter­ 
minating In successful births, been 
reported. This tandem delivery was 
without complications.

Campaign Planned 
v Nov. 15 to 18; 
Prizes Due 


Bast Liverpool's first citywide 
waste paper collection will 
be 
handled through the schools Nov. 
15 through 18, school officials and 
the city scrap committee announced 
today. 
The program originally was plan­ 
ned for Nov. 17 and 18, but has 
Wen extended to allow a larger 
canvass. 
School students of all elementary 
and high school grades will can­ 
vass their own homes and those of 
friends and neighbors for all avail­ 
able paper. 
Committee To Help 
The city scrap committee will 
provide prises, the trucks for haul­ 
ing the paper from school to junk 
yard and scales and twine for weigh­ 
ing and packaging the war-vital 
material. 
At a meeting Monday, scrap com­ 
mittee representatives presented 
the proposal to Supt Martin W. 
Essex and asked school coopera­ 
tion with the civilian defense com­ 
mittee, of which the salvage group 
is a part. 
The plan was accepted by Mr. 
Essex and approved by school prin­ 
cipals and the hoard of education. 
Persons with waste paper who 
do not have children of their own 
fn school and who are not can­ 
vassed by neighbor or district stud­ 
ents should call the schools near­ 
est them after the drive is under 
way. 
Based On Percentage 
The prizes will be awarded on 
a percentage of enrollment plan 
so that the group with the high­ 
est poundage per capita, rather 
than the largest total, will win the 
awards. 
Prizes to be furnished by the 
city scrap committee will be as 
follows: For the highest poundage 
collected grades one, two or three, 
a Thanksgiving party; for grades 
four, five or six, a theater party 
with an afternoon movie as the 
highlight; grades seven or eight, a 
movie party, and the same for; the 
highest class in the high school. 
School authorities and scrap com­ 
mittee officials said the drive will 
be a big task for the city’s 5.500 
students, but expressed the belief 
that the “boys and girls can do 
the job’’. 
Home owners can cooperate by 
tying the salvage material into 
neat and secure bundles, making 
it easier for the children to carry 
to school. Individual schools will 
make arrangements for collections 
too large to be handled by the 
students. 
Vital In War Gooda 
Waste paper is needed to make 
countless items of war, including 
blood plasma cartons, ration kits 
for soldiers in the front lines, sun 
helmets, parachute flares, fuel tank 
linings and dozens of similar mili­ 
tary needs. 
On virtually every front, a severe 
shortage of paper exists, school 
authorities pointed. Newsprint is 
being cut, magazines and news­ 
papers are curtailing space and 


books are printed on lighter paper. 
WPB officials estimate that a 
continuous flow of waste paper, to 
be reclaimed and used again, is 
necessary to meet the nation’s 
basic civilian and military needs.

‘Standby’ Plants Requested 


Not To Use Natural Gas 


East Liverpool potteries equip­ 
ped with standby fuel equipment 
were faced with a new fuel prob­ 
lem today as the office of war 
utilities ordered all Industrial con­ 
sumers, who have alternate facili­ 
ties for burning residential fuel oil, 
not to use natural gas between 
Nov. 15 and March 31. 
Although 
th e 
Manufacturers 
Light and Heat Co., has received 
no word of this change in fuel 
regulations, T. H. Stephens, mana­ 
ger, explained the local Industries 
bad been notified that the custo­ 
mary 50 percent fuel cuts will be 
applicable after Dec. I, depending 
on the weather. 
Three district plants are partial­ 
ly equipped with standby facilities 
The Homer Laughlin China Co. Is 
using part of Its gas producer, 
while the McLain Fire Brick Co., 
and the Taylor, Smith and Taylor 
Co. have fuel oil Installations, 
The new order, Issued Monday 
from Washington by J. A. Krug, 
OWU director, said industries In 
the Applachian area face shortages 
of gas this coming winter estimat­ 
ed at between 12,000,000,000 and 
18,000,000,000 cubic feet. He added 
that enforced use of residual fuel 
oil by plants having alternate facil­ 
ities will save an estimated 10,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet in the course of 
the winter. 
Krug reported that the war In­ 
dustries in the Appalachian area, 
which are responsible for 28 per­ 
cent of the nation’s war produc­ 
tion, have increased their use of 
natural gas by one-third since the 
atart of the war. 
The area affected by the order 
requiring the switch to residual 
fuel oil Includes the states of Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, New York, 
Virginia, West Virginia, the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and several Ken­ 
tucky counties.

Germany Loses A Monopoly 
L 
EST estimates of German civilian casualties 
la air raids and claims of property damage 
have the affect of staggering British and Ameri­ 
can sensibilities to the point of pity for the vic­ 
tims of the tremendous weapon being used day 
and night against the reich, it must be remem­ 
bered that bombing at the outset of the war was 
virtually a German monopoly In terrorism. Brit­ 
ish aviation was unable to strike back effectual­ 
ly with counter-attacks, with the effect that Goer- 
ing, as master of the Luftwaffe, was able to 
guarantee bis countrymen against retaliation for 
the kind of war they were waging against Brit­ 
ish cities and previously had waged against War­ 
saw and Rotterdam. 
Development of bomber strength was an ob­ 
vious necessity for the British, to break the Ger­ 
man monopoly. The United States, which had no 
bomber strength, began to prepare, too, with the 
advantage of still being a non-belligerent. Mean­ 
while, thanks to possession of an excellent de­ 
fense plane In tho Spitfire, the British survived 
the worst the Germans could do. When the 
United States came into the war, it was a cer- 
lanity Germany was going to witness a test in 
reverse of its own tactics. 
That test is now in progress. For the first 
time in two wars, German civilians are learn­ 
ing about horror first-hand. Their land troops 
ere fighting, as usual, on foreign soil, but the 
battle of the air is in their midst. 
It is too much to hope it may cool their ardor 
for violence, but not too much to hope that it 
may convince them their no longer is such a 
thing as a war fought exclusively on the other 
fellow's territory. 


Custodians Of The Vatican 
/CONTINUED attempts lo make Rome an open 
city have been punctuated 
by Germany's 
bland announcement that it will continue to re­ 
spect the Vatican. 
In the near future, unless Rome is cancelled 
out of the military picture in Italy by open city 
status, thew Allies plodding toward it from the 
south will be confronted with he problem of lay­ 
ing siege to the city, if Germany choses to make 
Rome a battleground, Dr. Goebbels undoubtedly 
would ring the propaganda changes on the Vati­ 
can Issue. German troops, it would be claimed, 
could not abandon the obligation they have as­ 
sumed to serve as custodians of the Vatican 
against the threat of invasion. 
Obviously, the Vatican then would be lu pro­ 
tective custody, helpless in whatever assertions 
of sovereignty it might make. Its position would 
be precisely that of the captive used as a shield 
Nto ward off rescue attempts — an eventuality 
which no doubt is providing Gen. Eisenhower, 
Gen. Alexander, Gen. Clark, Gen. Montgomery 
and the other Mediterranean strategists with one 
of the most delicate problems ever posed for 
military authority. 
Their dilemma is relieved only by the confi­ 
dence of the people they represent. It is a cer­ 
tainty that they intend to respect the Vatican in 
fact as well as promise and that their tactics 
will be developed to that end.

AM not * military expert, and 
never hare pretended to be. 
But a lifetime spent In design 
and production of military aircraft 
bas brought me to some conclu­ 
sions abont air travel. 
In 1913, it was my privilege to 
help conduct the United Stets* 
army’s first bombardment expert' 
meats at San Diego. 
So fascinated was I with tbs air­ 
plane’s demolition possibilities that 
I made this statement: 
“The airplane practically will 
decide the war la Europe. Veri­ 
table flying death will smash arm 
lee, wreck mammoth battleships 
and bring the whole world to a 
vivid realisation of the awful pos­ 
sibilities of a few men and n few 
swift aerial demons. 
“The old time war tactics ara 
no more. The generals who realise 
this quickest and fight first with 
the flying death will win.” 
I was aaa war too soon on that 
on*. But today we do find air 
forces the most powerful Influence 
In victories and lack of them the 
outstanding cause of defeat*. 
On the evidence, I must assert 
that today no armed force can be 
successful on any major project 
without air supremacy In Its thea- 
ter of war. 
Fsw stop to consldsr the versa­ 
tility of aircraft in this war. They 
are inclined to think only of bom­ 
bardment and fighting. 
Bnt in addition to serving as 
ultra-long-rangs artillery, the air­ 
plane Is a mald-of-all-work for the 
armed services. It Is the most rapid 
means of transportation. 
It performs long-rangs reconnais­ 
sance for the army and patrol and 
scouting work for the navy. 
It transports ground troops. It 
carri ss supplies. It Is a moving and 
elusive machine gun nest against 
ground troops. 
TOO few persons understand the 
power of the 
airplane — or, 
rather, of fleets of airplanes—as 
long-range artillery. Let me excite 
roar imagination with a hypothe­ 
tical mission. 
Word arrives st a battleship sta­ 
tion that a hostile force has been 
sighted 1,000 miles away. 
The battleship Is stocked with 
supplies ami ready for battle, in 
38 hours, lf tbs enemy bes not 
moved too far, the first salvo of 
nine tons of explosives can bs 
fired at him. 
But suppose a fleet of ISO large 
bombers, costing about the same 
as a battleship, gets word of a 
force 1,000 miles away. 
In six and a half hours, these air­ 
planes can discharge 750 tons of 
explosives on the target. In SS 
boars, 2,200 tons of bombs can be 
dropped. 
Even a continuous cannonade 
from the battleship could not ap­ 
proach the bombers’ destructive 
power. 
The extreme mobility of great 
naval air forces would answer in 
large part our desperate need for 
a two-ocean navy. 
The plight of a one-ocean navy 
decoyed into the wrong ocean at 
the time well may be imagined. 
A powerful air force, however, 
could serve in either ocean in full 
strength on short notice. 
Bach things appear even more 
significant when we realise that 
no major offensive of this war— 


military or naval—bas succeeded 
against a force with superior air 
support. 
On the other hand, many lesser 
ground and aurface forcea have 
prevailed over larger forces by 
reason of stronger air support 
I bavs no hesitation In predict- 
log, In the light of what wa already 
know, 
that when 
peace 
conies 
every nation which preserves Its 
Integrity will see to it that strong 
air forces are an Important part 
of Its permanent military establish­ 
ment.

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Tide Turns Against Sales Tax 


It’s Opponents Have Its Backers O n The Hopes With Their Arguments

rpHE Waahlngton picture changes 
* 
faster than you can aay F.D.R. 
Two weeks ago It seemed almost 
a certainty that nome form of sales 
tax would be railroaded through 
congress. The fight isn’t over yet 
and the picture may change tomor­ 
row, but right now the chances 
for a tales tax are at just as low 
an ebb as they were at high tide a 
few weeks back. 
The 
reasons 
for 
this 
rapid 
ehange of scene are not compli­ 
cated. 
When it looks as lf some­ 
thing Is a cinch, the opposing clans 
gather and the avalanche descends. 
That ta Just what happened in the 
case of the sales tax. 
Sales tax proponents said that 
IO percent levy on all retail 
sales would net a neat ala billion 
a year. 
They spoke glibly of the 
simplicity of collection: th* tap­ 
ping of our untaxed mllllona (the 
lower two-thirds of wage earners, 
under 13,000 a year, who pay a 
comparatively small amount of our 
tax total!; the levy of a tax that 
would hit the spenders and thus 
lower the danger of inflation. 


Here is what happened: Propon­ 
ents settled down to the business 
of trying to write a law. 
If, they 
said, they were going to hit the 
small taxpayers that hard, they 
would have to give them relief 
from some other taxes. 
AU right, 
repeal the Victory tax. 
Immediately, about one-third to 
one half of that prospective $6,- 
000,000 
disappeared. 
All 
right. 
Raise income exemptions. To make 
that relief real, it appeared, about 
two billion would have to be sacri­ 
ficed. 
How about exempting food, seed, 
feed, 
fertiliser, 
farm 
machinery 
and a few other things? At the IO 
percent rate, that would Just about 
cat the six billion in half. 
In addition, along came the re­ 
tailers aqd tax collectors to ex­ 
plain all the complications and col­ 
lection meta. 
They had the fig­ 
ures from 31 states, where sales 
taxes have been tried or are now 
in force. 
Th* retailers, already groaning 
under ration point*, price ceilings. 
OPA 
and 
WPB 
questionnaires, 
wage deductions, and what-not. ex­ 
plained that any additional book­ 


keeping burdens would just about 
put them out of business. 
They 
askod that lf such a law is enact­ 
ed 
the government 
compensate 
them for collection of the tax (aa 
hsa been done in eight of the states 
where sales taxes are in force). 
Then came labor to say pretty 
flatly that lf a sales tax is levied, 
compensating wage increases in 
the lower brackets would have to 
be allowed. 
They argued that IO 
percent sales tax on the wage 
earners who put their entire in­ 
come into the necessities of life 
would mean a IO percent reduction 
in their standard of living, while 
It would mean no change at all to 
those In the upper income brack­ 
ets. 
To compensate for this would 
mean a revision of the Little Steel 
wag* formula and perhaps an open­ 
ing wedge to wage increases all 
up the Un*, resulting in an almost 
certain break-through of the infla­ 
tion line. 
There, briefly, la the argument 
against the sales tax as it has been 
presented here In recent week* and 
for the moment, at least, it bas the 
sales taxers gasping.

WASHINGTON—At the Penta- 
ion building where Hie re 
port* come In from all our troops, 
officers will tell you that among

AM sure one of the finest of all the many 
enterprises for the recreation and entertain­ 
ment of servicemen is the canteen set up in- 
Hollywood by the people of the motion picture 
industry. 
I m utt admit I was a trifle skeptical ae to the 
longevity of this particular movement when It 
was launched. I feared that after the edge of 
opportunity for publicity on the strength of wait­ 
ing on the boys in uniform and chatting and 
dancing with them and doing menial little office* 
in their behalf, such as washing dishes, wore off, 
the lads and lassies of the cinema would lose 
interest. 
But now the Hollywood Canteen Is a year old 
Sunday—and more than 1.000.000 men have passed 
through its doors. I learn that the movie folks 
are working even harder than ever and taking 
their appointed service at the canteen as a sacred 
duty, though the public prints no longer give th* 
■tarriest star any notice for passing the pie or 
swabbing the pots and pans. I apologise tor my 
doubt and give this salute to sincerity. 
I have been told by some of the men who 
have visited Hollywood Canteen that It always 
will remain their most exciting memory of Cali­ 
fornia. The thought of seeing a movie star in 
the flesh may not suggest a thrill to my more 
blase readers, but It Is a tremendous experience 
to a kid from the forks of the creek. 
S 
INCE the beginning of the war, southern Cali­ 
fornia and adjacent territory has been the 
training ground for a vast number of troops 
from all parts of the United Statee. The waters 
contiguous thereto have been the scene of much 
naval activity, with many thousands of sailors 
and marines constantly coming and going. 
The furlough mecca of these men is Los 
Angeles, the big city, with famed Hollywood 
naturally the greatest attraction. But until the 
Canteen was opened, their diversion was con­ 
fined largely to walking up and down the streets 
and their chances of close contact with what 
took them to Hollywood, moviedom, were prac­ 
tically nil. Now a guy in uniform actually can 
dance with some dream lady of the sliver sheet, 
which is more than I can do, doggone the luck! 
Everything at the,Canteen is free to the soldier 
or sailor—sandwiches, fruit, milk, coffee, cigarets 
and entertainment. Some 6,000 stars, players, di­ 
rectors, writers, secretaries and allied craftsmen 
are registered to work as hostessess, hosts, bus­ 
boys and helpers. They are the only civilians 
admitted to the Canteen, except four who may 
occupy a guests’ table which is sold nightly for 
1100. It requires the services of 300 volunteers 
nightly to operate the Canteen. 


fT Is sponsored aud supported by 42 unions and 
guilds of the picture Industry and of radio. It 
is indorsed by the California State Federation of 
Labor. Hollywood Victory committee, Hollywood 
W riters mobilization, the State Theatrical Feder­ 
ation of California and the U. S. O. President of 
the Canteen la Bette Davis, the greatest dellnator, 
as wa say at tbs club, of lady-heel roles in th* 
business.

WASHINGTON, Nov. I—To re­ 
lieve a shortage of shoee for small 
children, a new supply of rsp 
leather types will -be made avail­ 
able ration-free about the first of 
the year. 
The office of price administration 
also announced today the removal 
from rationing of limited stocks 
of obsolete shoes, selling at $1 a 
pair or less. 
The Increased supply of non 
leather children’s shoes generally 
will benefit youngsters up to about 
8 years of age, wearing misses’ or 
youths’ Bise three or smaller.

Make 145 Attacks On Reich 


Centers In Six Months

LONDON, Nov. 2—Crediting the 
lLA.F.’s Mosquitos with playing an 
important part in the effort to 
smash Germany, though their work 
has been shoved Into the back­ 
ground by the spectacular raids of 
Allied heavy bombers, the air min­ 
istry announced today that these 
planes have made more than 145 
attacks on Nazi Industrial targets 
in the last six months. 
In a review of the activities of 
the fast, plywood Mosquitos, the 
ministry disclosed that since May I 
•mall formations have hit Cologne 
S3 times, Duesseldorf 15, Aachen 
•Igbt and Dortmund six. 
Thirty other German cities also 
have had one or more “Mosquito 
bites” in this period. 
Out of at 
least 1,000 sorties flown by Mos­ 
quitos, only l l planes are listed as 
missing. 
The air ministry said the Mos­ 
quitos have shown definite super­ 
iority to the fighter-bombera the 
Germans have been using recently 
against Britain. 
‘They are given specific objec­ 
tives and bomb with a purpose, not 
merely to make a bang and set off 
the sirens,” the ministry said.

Other sellers, including retailers, 
have their prices frozen for 60 
days on the basis of the five-day 
period from Oct. 25 through Oct.
